Seeks Registration Records So 
it may Hold an Neo- 
tion Soon.

FIRST BELGIAN 
SOLDIER HERE 


Sharpshooter Says Germans’ 
Drive will Fizzle. 


Thinks sania of Food will 
Defeat Germany. 


Local Colony Plans Banquet 
‘in His Honor. 


Antolne Bachim, the first Belgian 
soldier to seach this country on fur- 
lough since the world war began, 
arrived last night from Encinitas to 
register with Charles Winsel, the 
Belgian Vice-Consul here. Mr. 
Bachim is a private in a machine 
gun company and ranks as a sharp- 
shooter. He its an American citi- 
zen, having left his home in St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., early in 1914 to volunteer 
in the Belgian army. He has been 
fighting in France since then. He 
started for this country thirty days 
ago and will be here on leave forty- 
three days. 

It is the opinion of this soldier, 
who has the advantage of being 
able to take both the Belgian and 
the American view of things in the 
war zone, that shortage of food is 
going to bring Germany to her knees 
after a terrific and perhaps long- 
drawn-out struggle. He thinks that 
the savage spring offensive was 
launched in the hope of bringing 
about some sudden change in the 
situation, which would either bring 
the war to an end or enable the 
Germans to seize large quantities of 
supplies to tide them over for «4 
while. 

“Three or four months ago when 
we were youths from 
15 to 18 years of age as prisoners | 
the first question they would ask us 
was,” he says: 

Have you got anything to eat? 

“The devi were half- 
starved. Then we went through 
their knapsacks all we could find 
was a sort of black bread, which 
was so hard that you could hardly 
break it without using a hammer. 
Since I have been in the fight I have 
seen different kinds of German sol- 
dier bread. and none of it seems to 
eontain wheat.” 

Private Bachim says the soldiers 
of the Allied armies are now well 
fed. He deciares that during the 
first few months of the war he and 
his comrades went from two to four 
days at a stretch with little or no 
food. and that they did not eat reg- 
ularly until the Belgian relief work 
began. Now he says that all the 
Allied soldiers are fed well. 

The hearty co-operation of the 
American people is greatly appre- 
ciated by France and Belgium, Mr. 
Bachim says. The United States 
comes in for a great deal of praiwe 
from the soldiers, but he says thgt 
the idea of rebuilding France is not 
a popular one there. 

“Don't tie up millions in funds to 
rebulld anything untl the war is 
over,” is the way he puts it. Keep 
vour money free and loose and put 
every dollar of it on the Allies. Back 
vour own men and ours to win. We 
may need every available dollar be- 
fore the fight is over. And build 
boats! More boats! We are not 
hungry now, but we may be if the 
boat-building programme ien't car- 
Tied on successfully. If you people 
over here will fight the battle at 
home as hard as the Allies are Sght- 
ing it over there, we will win with 
a whoop, but guns alone won't do it. 
Everybody must do his or her bit.” 
Private Bachim doubts that the 
Germans will get much farther with 
their bie drive. He says the British 
may fall back from fifteen to twen- 
ty-five miles while the French 
fare getting firmly established in 
trenches, but that the drive will soon 
fizzle out.

BAUMAN’S IDENTITY 
SEEMS UNCERTAIN, 


[SY & F. NICHT WIRK) 
BAN FRANCISCO, March 27.— 
Search of the United States records 
here today failed to disclose any 
mention of “Capt. Fritz Bauman,” 
reported to be Implicated in a Ger- 
man raiding expedition which was

According to 
Chief Deputy United States Marshal 
George Burnham, the only Bauman 
appearing in the Federal records is 
Frank Bauman, who was arrested

German sailing ships interned at 
Santa Rosalia. 

“About a month before the 
Agassiz put to sez, Bauman was 
sent to exico City for a confer- 
ence with the German Ambassador. 
Germans from all parts of Mexico 
attended this meeting. Upon 
Bauman's return to Mazatlan, he 
sought the acquaintance of Miss 
Lechrane and in some manner in- 
duced her to let him have the 
Agassiz. 

“The Agassiz then was hauled 
out on the beach and thoroughly 
overhauled by a number of Ger- 
man sailors that had arrived from 
the fleet of German ships at Santa 
Rosalia. 

NEWS REACHES FLEET. 

“As the outfitting of the raider 
was carried on boldly in plain 
sight, the news reached the Amert- 


can patrol fleet. One morning an 
American cruiser put in an appear- 
ance off the mouth of Mazatian 
Harbor. This evidently frightened 
the+conspirators, for, as we after- 
ward learned, they switched their 
plans. Instead of boldly sailing 
out of the barbor with a crew of 
twenty or more Germans, only fve 
Germans, two American women and 
six Mexicans were put aboard. 

“Bauman, the ringleader, accom- 
panied by the remaining Germans, 
then went to Venedos Island to 
await the Agassiz. Bauman evident- 
ly figured that the Agassiz would be 
taken as a harmiess trader and al- 
lowed to proceed. He guessed 
wrong. 

“We algnalled to the Germans to 
heave to. They refused. We then 
planted a shell directly in front of 
the raider’s bow. 

The raider stopped immediately. 
While the crulser was bearing down 
on the Agassiz the crew ne the 


achooner labored like ojans 
throwing overboard everyth!i that 
they thought would be incriminat- 
ing. They continued this for 
forty-five minutes. The crew also 
made an attempt to wreck the en- 
gines by destroying the bearings 
and the magneto. 

FIND SECRET CIPHER. 
“We find a small quantity 
muntions, rifles, revolvers, Ger- 
man flags and a secret cipher, the 
Importance of the latter of which 
is yet to be disclosed.” 

It appears that the capture of 

the raider was effected in a most 
spectacular manner, the naval au- 
thorities taking measures to take 
the ship's company before they 
could escape to neighboring tslands 
or to the mainiand and set up a 
claim of innocence. Three war- 
ships from three different direct- 
tions bore down upon Agassiz 
and shut off every avenue of escape. 
When boarded, the ship’s safety 
was found to be threatened by the 
presence of one German who had 
concealed himself in the double 
bottom and was provided with ex- 
plosives. 
Additional information, gained in 
the capture of the raider, is that 
the Germans are outfitting a dozen 
simtlar craft at various Mexican 
ports with the idea that at least 
one of the lot will make a capture 
and establish a privateer on the 
Pacific.

It fs not on record that a single 
salaried State commissioner has resigned, 
or that a single commission has been abol- 
ished, either by the State or the munici- 
palities;: and the statistics collected by the 
State Controller show ah increase of $15,-

Under such conditions, it is encouraging 
to find Mayor Woodman raising his voice 
in behalf of retrenchment. It is a start in 
the right direction; it serves to call the at- 
tention of the public at large to the fact 
that such a thing as a reduction of the cost 
of government is possible, if but remotely 
probable. Cdlifornia is the WORST TAX- 
RIDDEN STATE IN THE UNION. Its per 
capita costs of State government, county 
government and municipal government are 
each the highest in the nation. The actual 
waste in California is greater than the en- 
tire cost of government of some eastern 
States of like population. This year the 
State and its political subdivisions will ex- 
pend $190,000,000 for government; that is 
@ per-capita cost of $63 or $200 for each 
bread winner. And that vast sum is ex- 
pended for local government alone; it does 
not include one dollar of Federal taxes. 


Bullding been slowing down during 
the last ten months; dealing in real es- 
tate has fallen off 50 per cent.; the resi- 
dents of the State have contributed $300,- 
000,000 in taxes and bond purchases to the 
Federal government and many families 
have been deprived Of one at least of their 
bread winners through the exigencies of 
war. Surely a people called upon to make 
all these sacrifices should be entitled to 
some relief from the crushing burden of lo- 
cal taxation. It is too much to expect that 
any of the FORTY FAT COMMISSIONS 
will voluntarily abdicate. The war has 


of patriotism. Those old Johnson commis- 
sioners cling to their flesh pots like a to- 
per to his rum. They took advantage of 
the distraction of the taxpayers last year 
(caused by our entrance into the world 
war) to get salaries, already the highest 
in the country, boosted still higher. While 
the eyes of the citizens were turned 
towards Washington the political bosses 
wrote into the statute books of the State 
laws that increased the cost of State gov- 
ernment about $4,000,000 a year. Their 
brand of patriotism is covered by three 
words, JOBBERY, SNOBBERY AND ROB- 
BERY.

But the State goverument is not the only 
offender: the forty fat commissions from 
Sacramento have their replicas in the larger 
cities of the State and in a number of coun- 
ties. Los Angeles has its full quota. It is 
high time that the average citizen should 
begin to make pertinent inquiries as to bow 
his local tax money is expended. Is there 
any valid reason why Hooverizing the dollar 
should not extend to county and municipal 
expenses’? Mayor Woodman is only turn- 
ing a single furrow where there is a whole 
field to be cultivated. In addition to com- 
mending, him for the beginning he has 
made, de must be urged to make his re- 
trenchment plan include every city depart- 
ment. And the Council must lend its co- 
operation, to the end that the MILLIONS 
OF EXTRAVAGANCE AND WASTE in mu- 
nicipal government may be eliminated and 
the money devoted to some patriotic pur- 
pose.

Mayor Woodman startled the political

The ministry of the mountains has 
hardly been guessed. It has been vast in 
the education of the race. The Ten Master 
Words of God given to Moses on the moun- 
tain still minister to mankind. It was a 
master message whose ten points still con- 
stitute the corner-stone of jurisprudence. 
Story, Coke and Blackstone builded their 
legal science on these sayings of the Sas 
tic Mountain. These “thou shalts” and 
“thou shalt nots” are the positives and neg- 
atives of God's gravitation grip in the world 
of morals which, for the centuries, have 
kept the world’s peoples from falling wholly 
asunder. 

It was on a mountain that the three dis- 
ciples received heaven's attestation to the 
divineness of their Master. This ministry 
of the mountain is fact, not fancy. Here 
the centuries have staged their greatest 
stories. Is not that beautiful and perennial 
preachment of Jesus known everywhere as 
“The Sermon on the Mount?” It would 
pauperise the world's peoples to take away 
this “Ministry of the Mountains.”

NESS ABOUT IT. Come to think of it, 
did not all the natural sciences come from 
outofdoors?

His 
facts were fresh with the fragrance of the 
flowers. His facts were first-hand findings 
from the flowers. We may get botany from 
books, but we must get the soul of the sei- 
enee from the flowers of the field. What 
a place, would the mountains and their foot- 
bills de to study under the open sky the 
California poppy, the Mariposa lily, the Lu- 
pipe, the Brodiwa and other beauty-wonders 
of the wild. How bewitching to find all 
this flower lore out In the open where it 
lives. 

Where did Dana and Hugh Miller read 
the records of the rocks? Not in the der- 
mit's bovel or the monk's cell. Among the 
shadows and cobwebs and the dark are not 
the best places to find the shining secrets 
of any science. Real science loves light 
rather than darkness. Truth loves to walk 
in the light of day, but if she must go in 
the dark she always takes her torch. The 
geologists are explorers and discoverers. 
They are the finders of a great revelation 
in the rocks. If he was an artist who 
carved an angel from a stone. it was a geol- 
ogist who found the Angel of Truth’s writ- 
ing in the rocks. 

Maeterlinck, the world-famed Belgian 
poet, calls Fabre's book on “The Life of the 
Spider” the “Homer's Iiliad” of the Insect 
world. How did Fabre find this life story 
of the spider? He found it in the flelds and 
furrows of the plowed ground. Maeter- 
Unck, himself a great entomologist, has 
written what John Burroughs calls the most 
beautiful “Nature Idy!" in all literature. It 
is Maeterlinck’s wonderful Life of the Bee.

mountain is better. You get an intellectual 
and spiritual experience of vastness in 


Peak or Whitney or the Matterhorn that it 
is impossible for books about mountains to 
bring to the brain. There is infinitely more 
in the mountain's foot even than can be 
crowded into the heart and head of any 
mere record about the mountain.

What a place for a schoolhouse is the 
sloping side of a mountain! How easy to 


the hearts of the hills! What a vantage 
place for breathing in with the mountain 
winds the larger educational life Here, 
as nowhere else, we can see nature's “blue 
prints” of the sun and the moon and the 
stars. The stars, as Addison said, 
“Forever singing as they shine,— 
The hand that made us is divine.” 
Locating a schoolhouse ou a dead level 
surface, as compared with an elevation, is 
an educational calamity. It is the best 
that prairie folk can do, but the prairies 
have a range and reach that is compensa- 
tive. Out-of-doors outlook and uplook are 


Heads and hearts are hampered when 
housed up. The soul in the wide spaces of 
the open is strong, springy and unshackled. 
The mountain view gives sweep of vision 
across the valleys. No pages of a book 
can give the perspective and sweep of sight 
as you get it from the purpling peaks. At 
the call of the waterfall canyons the deep 
of the heart answers to the deeps of the 
hills. We earthly folk must so often walk 
through fog-choked valleys of suffering and 
sorrow that we must have the mountain 
views to clear our skies. We must fight 
downward on our battlefields or never win 
them. We can never hope to best the foe if 
beneath him or on a level with him. Great 
battles are conquered from the heights. 
The kingbird is little, but he fs a facile 
fighter. What is the secret of his prowess? 
He fights the hawk, the crow and even the 
eagle sometimes—all so many, many times 
his size—successfully. It is because he 
sweeps downward on his foes. He does 
not grapple with them on their level. That 
is life’s lesson of the heights. For the sake 
of the clear perspective, the full and far 
look, the lift and the lure Mother Nature 
sets her schoolhouse on the bill. Oh, wise 
educator of today, go thou and do likewise

Issue, He Says. 


It was announced in Judge Myers's 
court yesterday, to which depart- 
ment was assigned the hearing on 
the order to show cause in the in- 
junction sult filed by the hotels, res- 
taurantes and cafes of this city to re- 
Strain the enforcement of the no- 
liquor ordinance effective at mid- 


points by Attorney Lowenthal, senior 
counsel for the hotel men. 
City Attorney Stephens stated to 
the court that he will this after- 
noon have brought in the original 
documents forming the basis of the 
election so that there will be no de- 
lay. The anewer, he stated, will be 
a denial of the allegations in the 
complaint with special reference to 
the invalidity of the ordinance. 
The election was held last Novem- 
ber, he said, and four and one-half 
months elapsed before any steps 
were taken to question the remyjt of 
the election, which put the ban on 
the saloons. * 

Four-fifths of the long complaint, 
Stated Assistant City Attorney Bur- 
nell, dea] with the value of the stock 
and fixtures of the hotels, restaurants 
and cafes. The city takes the stand 
that the election was properly held, 
that the petition for the election was 
proper and that the ordinance is 
valid. He said the city was not pre- 
pared to go into values at all. * 
Mr. Lowenthal, however, consid- 
ered the value of the stock of his 
clients important. If the ordinance 
gees into effect there will be an in- 
terruption of their business, he said, 
which is a valid business under the 
law, and he pointed out what a tre- 
mendous loss there would be if an 
Appeal was successful. 
His clients agreed to stipulate, he 
told the court, to pay into the 
eity treasury the amount of the U- 
censes so that there would be no loss 
on the part of the city. This, he 
said, will preserve the status quo 
until the final result is obtained. 
Judge Myers stated that inasmuch 
as neariy five months have elapsed 
since the election, he did not think 
the court would be warranted in 
granting a temporary restraining or- 
der unless it is clearly shown that 
the contention of the plaintiffs is 
right as to the invalidity of the ordi- 
nance. 
Both sides promised to get down 
te brass tacks and argue the basic 
facts. In the opinion of the Clty 
Atto „ this was the validity of 
the no-liquor ordinance.
